This alcohol flask is molded in the likeness of Daniel 
O'Connell (1775-1847), an Irish attorney and formidable statesman. In the first few 
decades of the 19th century, he labored for political reforms for Irish Catholics from the 
British Parliament. The flask, a recent gift to the Mint, and can be seen on view in our 
upcoming exhibition New Da ys. New Works .
